It shows the simple quality of 
a thing or a person, and is used when no comparison is needed; as;

(iii) Akbar is a rich man of our village. 

2. The comparative degree ): 

T he comparative degree denotes a higher degree of the quality than the 
positive It is used when two things of the same kind or class are compared; as; 

(1) Shahid is stronger than Jamal. 

(2) This boy is more intelligent than that 

(3) My coat is longer than your. 

3. The superlative degree (l )-* 

it denotes the highest degree of the quality. It is used when more than two 
things of the same kind are compared; as;
